In doing this sort ot busi- 
ness the pension office lays itself open to 
the charge of gross carelessness, or e.'ee 
ot an attempt to confuse and defeat the 
person whose penaion has been sc speed- 
ed in any effort he may make for rein- 
statement, tor shonld he attempt to fur- 
nish further evidence as to the disability 
for which he waa pensioned, he would 
probably be told that that was not what 
the pension office asked for, and if he fur- 
nished evidence as to tha disability the 
ollice asked him to furnish evidence for 
and from which he never suffered, the 
officer wonld probably inform him that 
he had set up no such disability in his 
original application. 


Some Silver Law Facts. 


From August 13, 1800, lo August 16, 


189J, the treasury department under tha 
provisions of the Sherman law purchased 
101,521,000 fine ounces of silver, coating 
8150,fiC9,459. The highest price paid waa 
81.20if an ounce, Auguat 20, 1890; the 
loweet CU cents au ounce July 24, 1893. 


In payment of this eiiver bullion the 


government issued treasury nctea to the 
amount of 8150,115,983. There cotes era 
redeemable in coir, but for tear of dis- 
turbing the parity of silver, the aacretaiy 
of the treasury redeemed all that were 
presented in gold, except S714,(i3G, which 
were redeemed in Eiiver dollars. 
Alto- 


gether up to August 1, 1893, ?49,lHi,li;0 
of these treasury notea had been re- 
deemed in gold. 


The Sherman law alao provided for the 


coinage of 2,000,000 onncea of silver per 
month to Jan. 
1, 181*2, when it should 


cease, ecd under thia proviaion of tha 
law 3G,087,185 silver dollars have been 
coined from the bullion purchased under 
that act. 


The government DOW owns 133,101,375 


ounces of silver bullion at a cost of 
8121,127,077. 


This law hns increased our circulation 


—not taking into account, the coinage of 
silver under the Bland-Allison act by 
which 82,000,000 were coined per month, 
which was repealed by the Sherman law 
—8186,203,170. The fact that the gov- 
ernment, as ft matter of policy, had to 
redeem these treasury notes in gold, was 
made the basis for the wer on silver pur- 
chase; and to this is attributed our pres- 
ent financial disorder. 


The 
repeol of the ailver parohase 


clause of the law will leave the silver 
now in circulation, either by itself or its 
representatives—silver, certificates apd 
silver treasury notes—where it is now, 
and of which we have about 8500,000,000. 
Silver coinage will be stopped aa well as 
ailver purchase, and our eiiver circulation 
will be maintained at par.

WASHINGTON LETTER.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28,1893. 


1'he Wilson bill now goes to the Set- 


ate, where it will bo referred to the 
Finance committee, never to be heard 
from again. The reason why this bill 
will be shelved by the Senate committee 
is that the majority of Senators who 
favor unconditional repeal prefer the 
Voorheee bill for the same purpose, with 
its tail-piece declaring it to bs tte policy 
of the Government to maintain a binu'- 
tallio currency. As a matter of fac; 
thia declaration carries no weight with- 
out additional legislation and that im- 
plication is relied apon to gain the votes 
of Senators who would otherwise not 
vote for unconditional repeal. 
Whether 


this will prove to be true only time can 
tell. 


There are many rumors of defections ( 


among the Southern tree-coinage Sena- f 
tors, and the claim ia boldly beicg made 
that a number ct them will, after mak- 
ing free coinage speeches, vote for uncon- 
ditional 
repeal. 
Senatora 
Call 
and 


Paapo, of Florida, are said to have mad» 
positive promises to thut effect. 
So con- 


fident are the administration secatora 
that they can get enough votes ftom the 
South to paea the bill, if they can only 
get it to a vote, that a proposition hue 
been made to Republican Senators to 
try to get them to use their influence 
with the Republican Senators who favor 
free coinage, not to vote for uncondi- 
tional repeal, but merely to agree to al- 
low a vote to be taken. It waa stated to 
them that if they would secure that 
agreement the 
Demoo.atio 
Senatora 


would agree that the tariff should not 
be disturbed at thia session of Congress, 
The proposition was deoliufd. In mak- 
ing that proposition the [administration 
men showed that they realize tbe diffi- 
culty in getting the Dill through the Sen- 
ate, even if they can get the promise of 
the votes of a majority of the Sanatore. 
Under the present rules of the Senate, 
wuich will not be changed, twenty Sena- 
tore can, if so disposed, stave off indefi- 
nitely the taking of a vote on the bill, 
and that more than that number; are at 
present so disposed there can be no 
doubt. The outcome of this matter de- 
pends upon whether the men who cow 
stand for Tree coinage or nothing can ba 
persuaded or coerced into allowing a vote 
to ba takeo. Mr. Cleveland will return 
to Washington this week (or the purpose 
of adding his p rsonal influence to those 
already being brought to bear on the 
Southern Senators, to vote for repeal. 


One of the best, as well as one of the 


most conservative, of the epeechao made 
in the house during the silver debate, 
waa that delivered by ex-Speaaer Reed 
on Saturday. He was at hia beet, and at 
the clcae or hia speech waa as warmly 
congratulated by Democrats as byRepnb- 
hcans. 


The new rul'S of the house are much 


bolter than those used by the lust house, 
but are not as good as the much-abused 
Reed rnHs, which they follow to a cer- 
tain extent. 


The number of Democratic Congress- 


men who do not agree with the adminis- 
tration in its treatment of petitioners is 
increasing, or, perhaps it would be more 
correct to euy that the number ot those 
who have the courage to express their 
opinion ia growing larger. The lattst 
CBS* ia that of General Dan Sioklee, who 
represents one of ihe New York city dis- 
tnols, the Lamination having been given 
him by Tammany to prevent hia bolting 
the Cleveland ticket. In a speech on 
the diver question Gen. Sickles advo- 
cated as ono of the methods of tempo- 
rarily relieving the money stringency 
that pension olaima due Oct. 1 be paid at 
one;-. He eaid m that connection: "Why 
not pay out now to this large mass of 
public creditors distributed all over the 
country—men and women and children 
who have the moattouobing claims upon 
public pratitude—$30,000,000 in small 
bills and silver? The money will go 
where it will do the most good; among 
the brave men who do not hoard their 
pittance from distrust of the governrr.ant 
they saved, and who are to-day feeble nnd 
infirm and unable to find employment to 
earn a living," Good as thia suggestion 
is, there is little or no possibility of its 
being adopted. The administration that 
pays out penpion money grudgingly after 
it is duo will not be likely to anticipate 
the payment of a dollar of it. 


Tlio Beginning of the Trouble. 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat: It is well 


to keep the fact in mind that the present 
financial trouble began when Secretary 
Carlisle intimated an intention to re- 
deem the silver certificates in silver. 
That waa 
the 
note of alarm which 


quickly spread apprehension throughout 
the whole country. It was construed aa 
a tacit acknowledgment of the probabil- 
ty of a sudden descent to a eiiver basis, 
with accompanying evils of the worst 
character. Up to that time the people 
had not doubted that the credit of the 
Government was equal to any emer- 
gency, and that under no circumstances 
would it be dishonored. But when the 
suggestion ot snoh an impoitant change 
came from snoh an authoritative source 
tbe effect was seen at once in a general 
manifestation of distrust and uneasiness. 
It is true that Mr. Carlisle hastened to 
retract tbe statement and to talk in a 
more hopeful vein, but the harm bad 
already been done, and it has not yet 
been repaired. The !oe« of confidence 
about which we bear eo much had its 
origin rig^it there, and the responsibility 
ebould be placed accordingly. There la 
reason to believe that tbe unfortunate 
announcement was made from good mo- 
tives and for the purpose of arousing 
the country to the danger of the contin- 
ued purchasing ot eiiver and the neces- 
sity of a new policy m that respect; but 
it came at a time end under conditions, 
nevertheless, which imported to it a most 
disturbing and depressing significance. 


The Sherman law is a mischievous one, 


unquestionably, and the only thing to be 
said in its favor ia that its adoption 
prevented tbe paesnge of an infinitely 
worse one: but the assertion ia safe that 
it would not have brought things to ths 
present unhappy situation it the new 
Administration had refrained from mak- 
ing a national scarecrow ot it at a meet 
critical time.

lanes" was the subject of Judge Nelson's 
twenty-minutes address.

The State Board of Agriculture 


Takes Action Looking co 


tbe Choice of a Site.

The Illinois state board ot agrii nitnre 


held a meeting in the rooms of t ae Illi- 
nois board of World's Fair coinniBeion- 
ers at Chicago. The meeting is o! more 
than ordinary interest when one remem- 
bers that in the state board of agricul- 
ture there still remains the power of per- 
manently locating the state fair. 
At the 


meeting the board decided to req lire as 
a aonsideration for permanent lc cation, 
100 acros of ground, together with an 
advance of $50,000, which is to be ex- 
pended for the erection of buildnies un- 
der the direction of the state boi rd and 
exclusively for stute fair purposae They 
require also that tbe grourds nhall be 
furoishtd with water from a good water 
works plant, and alao that the grounds 
shall be provided with electric lights. 
The state board has at present only a 
small amount of cash on hand w len ev- 
erything is considered, the amount not 
being over $20,000 or 825,000. 
After the 


buildings are ull up the intentnn is to 
go before the legislature and a>ik that 
body to reimburse the people who have 
invested their money in buildings for 
the amount thus invested. This would 
only be the right thing in viei\ of the 
large expenditure which vrauld le neces- 
sary for the purpose of purchasing land 
in quantity sufficient. 
The plan will no 


doubt be taken under consideration by 
the various towns which have irterested 
themselves in the question of permanent 
location. It is unlikely, however, in tbe 
present condition of things, that any- 
thing will be done in an earnest fashion 
before spring.
